Capt. J. McArthur said: Our boat was 
twenty-five miles out of Milwaukee and just 
off Racine when the thing happened. I had 
received information of it early in the 
evening, bit paid little attention, turning the 
matter over to Capt. John Keith. Just as 
soon as the splash was heard I or- 
dered three boats lowered and spent 
an hour and a half looking for the man. We 
were compelled to then get under 
way, and I do not know now 
whether there was anybody drowned or 
not.

olden. 

Each delegate wore an elaborate blue rib- 
bon six inches in length. The top of 
the ensign was decorated with a red, white, 
and blue stripe, beneath which was the words 
Liberty and Union in conspicuous letter- 
ing, while a big. sound silver dollar dangled 
between the words. An artistic climax to the 
make-up of the badge wasacutof the State 
seal of Colorado, while two silver tassels 
flapped a free coinage greeting at the extreme 
end of the ribbon.

Certain Employes of the Northern Pacific 

Elevator Company Said to Have Bor- 

$800,000 Alleged to Have Been Secu: ed 

in New nd and Nearly as Much in 

New Yorke#tery Denied by the Com- 
Hany Representatives. 

Boston, Mass., July 30.— [Special.] —Sev- 
enty-three New England banks and banking 
institutions are said to have been victimized 
by duplicate certificates of grain in storage. 
Last week a meeting of the representatives of 
banks was held in this city, It was convened, 
it is said, for the purpose of considering what 
was the best course to take to recoup them- 
selves from the operations of certain em- 
ployés of the Northern Pacific Grain Elevator 
company of Minnesota, These men, it is al- 
leged, issued $1,500,000 of duplicates of ele- 
vator certificates and ted them in the 
banks as collateral. About $800,000 had 
been secured in New England and the bal- 
ance was obtained from New York banks. 

The Northern Pacific Elevator company, 
which as a corporation was entirely 
from the Northern Pacific railway company, 
controlled nearly 100 elevators, scattered 
along the line of the railroad in locations con- 
venient for the farmers. The rigid system of 
supervision provided by the laws of Minnesote 
over grain in terminal elevators had not been 
exercised over the contents of the country ele- 
vators, as they are called, and it seems that 
the certificates taken as security by the banks 
alleged to have been swindled were for grain 
held in these country elevators. 

When attention had been called to this lax- 
ity-of State supervision the holders of ele- 
vator paper began a little investigation. They 
then learned, it is said, that the grain pledged 
to the Eastern banks had also been certifi- 
cated to other 33 who had obtained pos- 
session of it. In other words, the 
had been duplicated and the grain 
while the banks were left without a bushel o 
grain as security and with nothing but pieces 
of 22 for their * g a 

stockholders of elevator company,

President. The terms offered to the banks 
were 60 per cent cash, the. remainder to be 
paid in five annual ‘payments. A committee 
of bankers was appointed to consider this 
roposition, It consisted of President George 
ipley of thé Hide and Leather National 
Bank, President King of the Bank of Re- 
dem ption of this city, and President George 
Littlefield of the First National Bank of 
Providence, These institutions hold large 
blocks of the elevator stocks. - 

It is impossible to say exactly what course 
the bankers will pursue, as they are loath to 
talk, and, in fact, they have done all in their 

wer to keep the whole affair from the pub- 
ic. The few who do — oe admit that 
they have been swind d re that the 
swindlers ought to be sent to prison. At the 
same time they say that good business policy 
under present conditions forbids such severe 
action, especially as the stockholders of the 
elevator company are ready to make a com- 
promise settlement. 

The Northern Pacific Elevator company is 
now in the hands of a receiver and the alleged 
frauds of its employés have wiped out its ex- 
istence, 

Among the New England banks swindled 
are nearly all the State institutions here, 
which were hit heavily; banks at Portland, 
Me., and various banks in the towns about 
Boston. Eogg Brothers, note brokers, whose 
office is at No, 48 Congress street, are said to 
have sold some of the paper. 

The security of elevator receipts has here- 
tofore been regarded as gilt ed security 
by moneyed institutions, and as the rate of 
interest was good there has been a ready mar- 
ket for the paper of elevator companies 
backed by warehouse receipts of grain in 
store,

ETS WHITNEY’S DEADLY 


Mr. Clevéland’s ex-Secretary of the Navy 
has given to a correspondent his views as to 
the way in which the financial situation can 
be impro ed and confidence be restored to an 
alarmed people. He admits that the first 
thing to be done is to stop the silver pur- 
chases of the Sherman law, believing that that 
would end the dread of a silver deluge and a 
cheap silver currency. But he says further: 

I do not wish to be regarded a» considering the 
repeal of the Sherman law a pegmanent cure for 
our national ills. I look upon repeal as a 
palliative, not a panacea. The currency question 
is not the most vital one with which we hate to 
deal. The poison lies deeper. No temporary 
anodyne of financial legislation will eradicate it. 
The silver scare will not be long over before 
some other scare will begin unless we go to the 
bottom of the trouble and get the business and 
industry of the country off the artiticial basis 
upon which it is being conducted and upon solid 
ground again. The country's prosperity will 
never be permanently established while. an an- 

nial tax of $300.000,000 or $400, 000.000 is 
laid upon its industries. 

The only permanent remedy isin a readjust- 
ment of this great burden of tart#ff taxation and 
equalizing its pressure upor all alike. Other 
countries do this. Thereis no reason why the 
United States cannot, To such a reform the ma- 


jority party is pl . 

The reform to which the Democracy is 
pledged by its platform is the repeal of all du- 
ties which give protection to domestic indus- 
try, because according to that platform such 
duties are not merely ‘“ unconstitutiona! but 
arobbery.” Free trade, then, is Mr. Whit- 
ney’s panacea for present fiscal sickness. He 
seems to believe that a country which has 
been thrown into spasms by a fear. of the re- 
duction by one-half of the purchasing power 
of its currency would be healed of all ite ills 
by the reduction by about one-half of the 
wages of all classes of laborers in protected 
and in non-protected -industries—the wages of 


the latter being held up by those of the former 


as gold money holds up silver money—and t 
consequent reduction of their ability to buy 
the products or services of others. 

The present unhappy state of affairs is no 
doubt due to several causes. It is impossible, 
however, to assign to each with mathematical 
accuracy its exact share. First and foremost 
is what Mr. Whitney calls the silver scare.“ 
It is possible thgt had there been no alarm 
about the currency and no expectation of a 
change in the tariff there would have been 
sooner or later a reaction following excessive 
speculation and booming.“ But there has 
been an uncertainty since the last Presidential 
election as to what would be done about the 
tariff, which has tended to curtail manufact- 
uring and thus lessen employment and reduce 
wages, There would have been no such un- 
certainty had Mr. Harrison been reélected. 
There would have been, unless dispelled by 


| the prompt measures which he would have 


taken, a silver scare ’’—that was inevitable 
but it probably would not have been as serious 
as it is, 

The part which the tariff question has played 
in bringing about existing troubles is less than 
it would have been had President Cleveland 
indorsed the tariff plank with as much unre- 
serve as the financial one. The insinuations 
of some Southern papers that he was not 
“sound” on the tariff have had a reassuring 
tendency in the North, and have prevented a 
greater reduction of manufacturing activity 
which would have been inevitable had it been 
positively known that it was Mr. Cleveland’s 
intention to ask Congress to abolish protec- 
tion, as he is going to ask it to stop the silver 
purchases, which have to be paid forin gold. 

It is not hard to ascertain whether fears of 


tariff changes have had anything to do with 


the present distress, or whether hopes of free 
trade would remove them. Congress meets a 

k from Monday. The President will send 
it”a message advising it what ought to be 
done. Let him say therein that he expects the 
Democratic majority to be faithful to its 
platform and to pass a bill, which he will sign 
with pleasure, to wipe out the protective sys- 
tem and substitute English free trade for it.

GOLD STANDARD AND GOLD HOARDS. 

A document issued by the falsely called 
„American Bimetallic League,“ as that body 
is working desperately for silver mono- 
metallism, contains a statement in regard to 
the gold hoards of the world. It gives, in 
round millions of dollars, the following as the 
principal holdings: Bank of France, 340 
millions; Imperial Bank of Germany, 215 
millions; Russian war chest,” 500 millions; 
Bank of England, 125 millions; other banks 
in England, 95 millions; Austria-Hungary, 
150 millions; Spain, Netherlands, Italy, and 
Turkey, 125 millions; United ‘States Treas- 
ury, 202 gfilfions; banks in the United States, 
198 millions, Total 1,950 millions, leaving 
for Asian hoards 1,250 millions and for the 
rest of the world 550 millions. The docu- 
ment adds that the figures show two-thirds of 
all the gold outside of Asian hoards to be con- 
trolled by a few hundred men, while a com- 
paratively few mor@ people control the bulk 
of the rest. It says that ina few years the 
gold that formerly was scattered widely over 
the world has been gathered into a few great 
treasuries, and its ownership is each year be- 
coming more subject to arbitrary control and 
manipulation in the interest of great creditors. 

The seven sums named on the lists preced- 
ing those for the United States aggregate 
1,550 million dollars. That gold, with such 
silver as they can use, is doing the business of 
about 360 millions of the civilized people of 
the world. It constitutes the basis of what

causes of the downfall of Reading, but the 


The 
ine had to invest its earnings in pur- 

chases of coal till its resources were at a 

end in ordex to keep up the price, and at the 


same time it had to suffer a constant diminu- 


tion of resources, as itdared not make any 
concessions to meet the offers by other pro- 
ducers. “ The fatal results of this policy must 
either be accumulation or curtailment, or 
both,” And the difficulty of maintaining the 
price becomes au the time greater because the 
partial vacuum in the market made by Read - 
ing's action is speedily filled by the increased 
output of other companies. Such increase is 
so much stimulated by Reading’s action that it 
will probably be even in greater proportion 
than Reading’s accumulation and curtailment, 
and thus bring about overproduction. 

Here is the key to the weakness of all the 
trusts. They have to overcapitalize to begin 
with in order to take in all the elements that 
otherwise would oppose the combination from 
the start. Then. in order to make a good 
profit on the capital,“ they must put prices 
of the product to a point that will offer an ex- 
tra profit to any producer who is net loaded 
with such a Feria of obligation. This in- 
duces competition. The competing firm must 

bought off or up, and this is the signal for 

ers to start in with the éxpectation that 
they, too, will be bought out. This consti- 
tutes a strain and a drain that cannot last for- 
ever. The process is akin to that of the man 
who burned up his wooden house by piece- 
meal to keep himself from freezing to death. 
It is only a question of time when the process 
must stop from utter exhaustion and leave out 
in the bitter cold the man or men who pur- 
sued the suicidal policy. 

In effect this has been the experience of the 
Reading combination, the whisky trust, and 
of some other combines that need not be 
named here, And the disastrous results have 
been even farther) feaching. They have ex- 
tended to some tombinations which have not 
yet been obliged to buy out parasitical con- 
cerns formed for the express purpose of being 
bribed to subside into inactivity. But the 
fear that they would be subjected to this kind 
of extortion at some time in the near future 
made numerous holders of the stock anxious 
to realize in advance of the pressure being 
applied, and made other men suspicious about 
accepting offers to sell, The more confident 
ones, who were willing to purchase at a de- 
cline, found themselves unable to command 
the needful funds on a tight money market, 
and so the stock has gone begging in the face 
of assurances that dividends would be paid as 
usual, and that there was not in sight any 
cause for alarm as to the earning power of the 
combines in years to come. 

These troubles are legitimate consequences 
of the effort to create gigantic monopolies 
in trade, whereby all but the favored few 
shall be prevented from producing, and con- 
sumers be forced to pay more than would 
be necessary could they buy in a market 
open to competition. Naturally they are 
felt most severely in seasons of pecuniary 
pressure, but at no time is the trust combine 
safe from attack.) Resting on an utterly 
false foundation it is like the house built 
upon the sand, which ig liable to be under 
mined by the more gentle processes of nature 
as well as to be destroyed by storms and 
floods. Apart from the fact that the trust 
combine is unlawful, it is dangerous to all 
who put their confidence and invest their 
cash in it, and perhaps there is room to hope 
that the experiences of the last few months 


will prove to have administered its death 


blow,

“FINANCIAL PROBLEMS.” 

Under this title a leaflet has been issued by 
an association falsely purporting to be a 
“bimetallic league.“ The document bears 
the ear-marks of A. J. Warner, the President 
of the said association, who is laboring under 
the delusions that gold is growing scarcer and 
dearer all over the world to the disadvantage 
of the debtor class, that the debtors comprise 
the great majority of the American people, 
and that the only way to relieve these sup- 
posed ugfortunates is to reduce the value of 
the dollar on the same plan that the milkman 
proposed to benefit his customers by serving 
them with half milk and half water. 

Gen. Warner, wants to bring around this 
relief by making debased silver thé exclu- 
sive currency of the United States. “But he 
conceals that point as carefully as possible, 
so as to prevent the return blow he must meet 
if the people understood his real desire to be 
the abolition of the use of gold as money. 
Hence he is full of talk about bimetallism 
and the danger of gold monometallism, seek- 
ing thereby to blind the eyes of the people to 
the true point at issue. His profession of a 
wish that silver shall be made to do part of 
the work of gold is a delusion and a snare; for 
he is not willing they shall work on equal 
terms. His demand ainounts to this—that 54 
cents’ worth of silver shall be made to do the 
work of 100 cents’ worth gf gold. He must 
know this would*be as impossible as to make 
a steam engine of 54 horse-power do the full 
duty of an engine of 100 horse-power, or a 
donkey to pull as much as a dray horse. 

The appeal issued by the “ league” says 
„hat is wanted is more standard money, not 
more bonds.“ But that must mean gold.“ 
There is no country on the face of the earth 
higher in the scale of civilization than Mexico 
which has not chosen gold for its standard of 
values. No European country is now on a 
silver basis, Austrit is resuming specie pay- 
ments on a strictly gold basis, and there is 
reason to believe that Russia will do so speed- 
ily, unless prevented by the outbreak of a gen- 
eral war. Even India is realizing the mis- 
chief arising out of n silver basis of quoted 
values, and Mexico is beginning to understand 
that it may have to face the same problem ere 
long. The broken banks of Australia are re- 
suming business on a strictly gold basis, and 
the folks in Argentina have no thought of re- 
sorting to a debased silver currency to enablo 
them to pay off half their indebtedness while 
repudiating the other half, It is reserved to 
some unworthy citizens of the most prosper- 
ous nation on the face of the earth toadvocate 
a shameless proposition to reduce by one-half 
the value of the standard money in order 
that they may have something cheaper “ to 
pay debts and taxes [and labor] with.” And 
in defense of this monstrous scheme it is 
falsely alleged more gold we cannot have, 
it does not exist,“ when expert statements 
published within a week show that in one lit- 
tle Colorado tract alone there is more than 
enough gold to pay off our national debt, and 
recently invented processes enable the worker 
to extract every particle of gold from the ore 
treated by him. 

It is true that more standard money is 
wanted to bein circulation for the payment 
of debts and taxes. That standard money is 


‘gold, It has been driven into hiding places 


by the fear that the silverites would succeed 
in their effort to make a debased silver dol- 
lar the standard, and thatis why gold is now 
„ scarce.’’ There is plenty of it to be had. if 
it were not for this fear. Government dues 
and other indebtedness would be paid in 
gold, as heretofore, and gold loaned out as 
freely as paper if this fear were dispelled by 
the defeat of the silver monometallists.

Belief at Bangkok That He Will Arrange . 


Details of the Settlement.

Banexoxn, July 30.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon, Bennett, |—It is reported here 
on good authority that the Franco-Siamese 
dispute has been settled at Paris. Siam con- 
cedes all of France's demand. An urgent 
telegram was receiyed here today from M. 
Develle, the French Foreign Minister, for 
Minister Pavie. It is believed this telegram 
contains instructions to M. Pavie to return 
here at once and proceed to arrange the de- 
tails of the settlement. The Triumphant, 
with Admiral Humann on board, arrived out- 
side the bar yesterday. A Hongkong steamer 
bearing 200 coolies, but without provisions, 
has been permitted to enter the river and re- 
plenish its stores. It will leave tomorrow, 
for it cannot go over the bar today. 


Baxdkoxk, July 30.—While the Government 
of Siam accepted without reservations 
France’s ultimatum,. it received previously 
the assurance that the kingdom would not be 
dismembered until after the consideration by 
all powers concerned of France’s demand for 
the territory: between the eighteenth and 
twenty-third paraliels. It is somewhat re- 
markable that before Prince Vadhana, Siam- 
ese Minister in Paris, could have received his 
instructions to inform France of the accept- 
ance of the ultimatum Great Britain’s refusal 
to recognize the blockade had become known 
in this city. The British residents here, while 
rejoicing over the action of the home govern-

Jones, British Minister in Bangkok, for 
careful and judicious conduct th hout the 
critical period. Whenever his advice was 
sought by the court Capt. Jones pronounced 
in favor of moderation and concession. 

The blockade is still maintained by the For- 
fait, Lutin.

The British warships Pallas and Swift remain 
at the Menam bar, inside the blockade limits. 
The British warship Linnet and the German 
warship Wolf are at anchorin the river off 
Bangkok. The British Government mail has 
been allowed to pass, but mercantile corre- 
spondence with Siamese firms has been cut 
off. An effort aking therefore to render 
efficient an overiand postal service via Tavoy 
and Rangoon Rear-Admiral Humann has 
arrived at Koh-Si-Chang. M. Pavie is at the 
same port, as all negotiations subsequent to 
the rupture have been carried on directly with 
Paris. 

The French have seized the Siamese mail 
steamer Chantabom and the Hongkong 
steamer Phra Chula, with 400 Chinese 
aboard. The Phra Chula eventually was 
allowed to land its passengers and cargo at 
Bangkok, It will sail for Hongkong to 
morrow. Of the. British steamers ren- 
dered idle by the blockade twelve are in the 
trade with Hongkong, eight with Singapore, 
and one in the trade with Bombay.

For several years he 
was a preacher of the Baptist church and has 
conducted many religious meetings in the 
woods where Brazil, the county seat of the 
county, now stands. The Coopriders are also 
prominent Democratic liticians and the 
Sheriff of this county is of the same _ political 
faith.

Carl Sixtus, and physician, 
noticed yesterday morning in Tun Trreune 
a telegraphic story from Tacoma to the effect 
that a sample of this insidious and remarka- 
ble force had manifested itself there ina 
strange manner in the United States Court. 
Carl Sixtus, hypnotist and physician, had 
something to say yesterday about the story. 
The way it happened out in Tacoma is related 
thus: 

Dr. J. S. Wintermute, who is complainant 
in a 641.000 damage suit against James 
Stinson, a rich Chicago stockman and real 
estate investor, was accused in court of hyp- 
notizing a witness who was on the stand. 
Wintermute, it was told. was caught 
making curious passes with his hands in 
the di of the. witness, and was 
promptly ordered to keep his hands in his 
pockets or in his lap. Mr. Stinson, the story 
says, told the people in court that Wintermute 
was an adept in the science of hypnotism, and 
that he,in Mr. Stinson’s house in this city, 
had often placed persons in a hypnotic state. 
He was therefore positive that the witness was 
under Wintermute’s influence, as he wandered 
in his testimony and spoke directly opposite 
to what Mr. Stinson believed he should. To 
prevent a recurrence of the affair Mr. Stinson 
placed himself between the doctor and the 
witness. The result was that a change came 
over the latter. who brightened up and rubbed 
his eyes, roubing himself from an apparent 
lethargy. 

James Stinson lives in a handsome house dt 
No. 4450 Dréxel boulevard. He has a wife, 
a son, and two daughters. He fancies fine 
horses and cattle and has several stock farms, 
one being located in Rochester, Ind. Dr. 
Wintermute is a young Tacoma physician. 
He is a nephéw of Mr. Stinson. He has often 
been in Chivago and when here stopped with 
his uncle. He dabbles in hypnotism and 
sometimes of an evening for the amusement 
of the Stinsons would experiment on some 
person in the company. In this manner he 
made himself agreeable, and, at the same 
time, laid the foundation for the Tacoma 
court-room episode. 

‘“*I know,” said Mrs, Stinson yesterday, 
that Dr. Wintermute can hypnotize per- 
sons. I have known of his doi it here in 
the house Y He has told Mr. Stin- 
son all about his —.— as a hypnotist, and I 
think that it is eruel and ess for him to 
Hecome involved in a lawsuit with my hus- 
band and then try to gain an advantage over 
him by hypnotizing a witness. As fur as the 
case in court is concerned I do not know 
much. All I can say about it is that Dr. Win- 
termute, who practices in Tacoma, is fond of 
cattle and persuaded my husband to 
send some stock out there for him to 
take care of. What the quarrel is about I 
don’t know, but I do know that Dr. Winter- 
mute is a hypnotist and I sincerely believe 
the story I saw in Tae Trisuvs this morning 
about the influence the doctor has worked on 
the witness, and I think it isa shame.“ 

Now comes Carl Sixtus, hypnotist and phy- 
sician. 

‘* Hypnotism,” said he, is artificial som- 
nambulism. Sleep-walking is natural som- 
nambulism., The man who walks in his 
sleep is an easier subject for the hypnotist 
than the man who does not. Character is the 
basis of the soul, and a weak-minded 
may when hypnotized can easily be made to. 
do wicked things. On the contrary, a man of 
good, strong character cannot be made to do 
a bad thing when hypnotized. 

The Tacoma case is an interesting one. I 
should like to see the hypnotized witness be- 
fore. 3 an opinion on the merits of the 

It is possible fora man to be hypno- 

on the street and then go on the witness 
— wee as directed by the man who 
obtained the influence over him. Then again 
a hypnotist might sit in a court-room, look at 
a witness fora short time, and completely 
gain control over him. This may have been 
the casein Tacoma. A hypnotist could meet 
a man and ask him if he was going to testify 
in such or such a case. If he said he was the 
hypnotist could tell him in a commanding 
way that he should testify to something or 
other. The subject could in this way become 
hypnotized and know absolutely nothing 
about it. He could be made to go on the 
stand and tell a story exactly 
as would be transferred from 
mind of the hypnotist.. The 
therefore, in this case, may have been 
wide awake and yet have been fascinated or 
controlled by Dr. Wintermute. It is not nec- 
essary for a man to know that he is hypno- 
tized. It is enough in some cases for a hy 
notist to look at a man 7 lace that man di- 
rectly in his power, ypnotist, however, 
must be a good judge ot a man to do this. 
He would not take any chances in a court- 
room, So, unless the witness was an excep- 
tionally good subject, it is pretty safe to sur- 
mise that Dr, Wintermute hypnotized him be- 
fore entering the court-room, in case the wit- 
ness was really hypnotized, which I do not 
doubt. A man or woman who has been hyp- 
notized a number of times is an easier su 
ject to control than one who has never been 
under the influence. I believe the Tacoma 
story.’

The Evanston avenue horse var line was in 
its usual crowded condition festerday. All 
day and until late in the evening every car 
that passed over the line was filled. A few 
extra cars were put on for the day and ar- 
rangements have been made td put on two 
extra cars for two hours each morning from 
7 to 9 o'clock. The service on this line will 
then consist of four regular cars and two 
‘extras,’ which will make two trips a day.

Conference Between Mr. Kraus and Attor- 
ney Prendergast Reaches No Result. 

Whether the new Courtright undulatory 
punips at Bridgeport will be accepted or re- 
jected is a matter still generally unknown. 
The deal, dating from the time of the tests 
of the pumps over a week ago, has been a

This was ad- 
mitted by the manager of the establishment 
which placed the pumps, but he declared the 
city had not given the engineer power it had 
promised and which agreement is part of the 
contract. 8 

Attorney Richard Prendegast was,retained 
by the pumpmakers toattend to their case 
and had several conferences with the corpora- 
tion counsel, last conference was held 
yesterday. After it Corporation Counsel 
Kraus said: “A iar complication of 
this affair makes it impossible to say much re- 
garding it ut this time. The pumps are not 
satisfactory to the city, but the condition of 
the river is such that we do not want to order 
them taken outin the hot season. Negotia- 
tions are now pending for a lease of the pumps 
at least until after the summer months. What 
the outcome will be I cannot say at present.“ 

Commissioner Jones, who was present at 
the conference, said he did not see how the 
city could accept the pumps. He would not 
say they had been rejected.

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HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Charges Are Made That Mr, Gladstone’s 
So-Called Revolutionary Tactics Fo- 
mented the Disgraceful Disturbance— 
Epithet Applied by T. P. O’Connor to 
Chamberlain Also Provocative of II- 
Feeling=Chairman Mellor’s Inefficiency 
Likewise Figures in the Case. 

[New York Tribune Cable.) 

Loxpox, July 29.—It is on Mr. Gladstone 
and on Mr. Gladstone alone that the ultimate 
responsibility for the riot in the House of 
Commons Thursday eyening must forever 
rest. The immediate responsibility may be 
distributed among several people. Mr. Mel- 
lor’s refusal to put the motion to fake down 
the word flung by the Irish at Mr. Chamber- 
lain was the direct, cause of what followed. 
He tried to proceed with the division which 
had been called. Members refused to leave. 
Mr. Gibbs pressed his motion, and a) tumult 
arose. The first act of physical for¢e s¢ems 
to have been committed by Mr. Hayes 
Fischer, a Unionist, who tried to 
dislodge Mr. Logan, a Radical, from 
the front opposition bench where his 
presence was an intrusion and an affront. 
The Irish rushed forward and Col. Saunder- 
son was struck and struck back and the mélée 
began, in which perhaps a hundred members 
took part. Strangers in the gallery stood up 
and hissed. The members directly and im- 
mediately responsible were, besides Mr. 
Logan, Mr. T. P. O'Connor and, as he says, 
forty or fifty others who shouted * Judas te 
Mr. Chamberlain. \ 

These were the two acts which provoked 
disorder and violence; but it is idle to lay 
much stress upon the mere insolence and un- 
mannerliness of two comparatively obscure 
members. The real causes are deeper and 
more remote: You must go back to the hour 
when the leader of the Liberal party entered 
upon the path of revolution. He it was who 
let loose the tremendous passions which in- 
evitably and invariably attend the progress of 
a revolution, whether military or political. 


Surge of Passion’s Tide. 

They have risen high and ever higher dur- 
ing the last seven years. Having roused these 
passions, he then strove to prevent the ex- 
pression of them. He heated the boilers to 
the bursting point and then chained up the 
safety valve. Sustained by a servile majority, 
he applied the gag to the House of Commons. 
There was to be a revolution by process of 


law, and the law was net to be discussed ex- 


cept so far and on such points as suited the 
author of it. Down to the revolutionary 
period, moreover, Irish turbulence in the 
House had been discouraged by the greatest 
individual authority in the House, by Mr. 
Gladstone himself. Since that period and in 
this session above all, it has been tolerated 
and at times countenanced by Mr. Gladstone. 
Seldom has a Unionist speaker been allowed 
to proceed without interruption. Frequently 
he has been roared down, The insults to Mr. 
Chamberlain have been premeditated and eon- 
tinued. The Chairman has been defied. The 
scenes which took place in committee grew 
ever more violent. The explosion Thursday 
was in truth but the climax of a long series of 
lesser outbursts. With it vanished forever the 

restige of dignity and honor which has be- 
onged to the House of Commons for more 
than 600 years. 

It was Mr. Gladstone who, certainly with- 
out meaning it, demoralized and finally broke 
down that barrier. He, preéminentily, the 

reat member of Parliament, has brought 

rliament down into deeper disgrace than it 
had ever known, or than any one till lately 
had ever foreseen. He, the custodian ef the 
traditions of the House, the guardian of its 
honor and its unequaled fame, has suffered 
the one to pass into contempt and the other to 
be stained irreparably, for irreparable the 
evil is. Never again can the House be what 
it was. The guarantees of decency and order 
are gone. A House which has once witnessed 
a free fight on the floor has lost half its moral 
authority and more than half the canfidence 
of the nation. In the future anything may 
happen. | 

Mellor’s Inefficiency. 

What does it signify who of two Irishmen 
first struck the other. What signifies is that 
blows have been exchanged and that the old- 
est legislative assembly in the world has been 
the scene of a tavern brawl. It was left to 
the Speaker, and to the Speaker alone, to vin- 


“dicate, so far as it was still possible to vindi- 


cate it, the dignity of the House. Mr. Mellor 
was helpless. An attempt has been made to 
trace the origin of this riot to Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The more unscrupulous of his opponents 
tell you he confessed and boasted that he 
meant to create a disturbance. There is the 
best authority for saying that is entirely untrue. 
They accuse him of likening Mr. Gladstone 
to Herod. There is no foundation for that 
either. The comparison was between the fol- 
lowers of Mr. Gladstone and the followers of 
Herod, and the whole point and purpose of it 
was to fasten on them the just charge of 
slavish adulation. 

All the new finance clauses, save one, were 
carried in committee without having been 
reada second time in the House itself. The 
public perhaps well knows the mehning of 
such an unprecedented violation of both the 
letter and the spirit of parliamentary law. 
The British public, moreover, does tare, and 
cares deeply, if it is to be made to pay a great 
sum to Ireland. Everybody admits that En- 
gland will have to pay something. Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt and Mr. Fowler make it a small 
sum. Mr. Chamberlain puts it at £180,000 
and declares himself ready to go to the coun- 
try on that figure. The result. of the use of 
other closures on the bill as a whole may be 
summed up in a numerical form. Out of 
forty clauses and seven schedules, many of 
them entirely recast since the introduction of 
the bill, not more than ten clauses have been 
debated at all, Four of the ten have been dis. 
cussed only in parts. On twenty-eight clauses 
and on all the schedules there has been no 
discussion whatever. 


Clauses Not Discussed. 


The undiscussed clauses include the consti- 
tution of the Irish Legislature, the judiciary, 
the creation of a Supreme Court, the validity 
of Irish laws—conflicting with British—the 
civil service, and the constabulary. ‘The clauses, 
of which only part was allowed to be dis. 
cussed, included the Irish executive, the Irish 
representation at Westminster, and the 
finance proposals. Three-fourths of the bill

No complete statement about Siam has y 
been made in Parliament, nor could sk 
made since negotiations are continuing.

The first 
reference to these notes was made by United 
States Bank Examiner Gatchell in a com- 
plaint he made against Cashier Bush. 

The identity of the signers of the three notes 
was a matter of the deepest mystery, but they 
were located today. They are three accom- 
modating Wall street clerks. George M. 
Israel, H. S. Roll, and F. H. Mollenhauer are 
employed in the banking house of Isaac B.
